It will bo ■ rooollectod that Bomo 
months ago tholato Govornor appoint- 
ed a Com mission to rcviso tho Tariff 
of CnstomB, with a viow to adapting 
it, to tho commercial wanta and necessi- 
ties Of tbo Colonv. Tho report of the 
CommiEsion was placed in tho hands of 
his Excollency Governor Musgrovo, 
Thursday last. Although it haa i 
been our privilege to peruse tho report, 
yet wo have reason to belieyo that it is 
of a oharacter everyway creditable to 
the gentlemen composing tho Commie 
eion and befitting tho importance of the 
subject with which it dottle. The draft 
for a now tariff has beeu mado with u 
view to relieving as far as possible that 
class of goods likely to become import' 
ant articles of export, so as to confer 
upon the commorco of tho placo tho ad 
vantages of a freo port, in bo far as that 
can bo done without a freo po.t. That 
the odoptiou of such a tariff would have 
a tendency to easo off the existing com- 
mercial pressure and oporato more or 
Iobs in tho right direction cannot well 
be doubted ; but wo must, confess that 

V the period which has elapsed since the 

' appointment of tho Coninmsion has 
greatly tended to strongthen and con 
firm tho impression that whatever ame- 
lioration may bo attained in thii way it 

- is to a complete removal of those re- 
strictions which havo driven commerce 
away that we must look as the oqIj effective 
means for its restoration. In this opinion 
we venture to think that wo ore in harmony 
■with the commercial miDd of the Col ioy. 
iDdeed there is evidence of tbii to bo found 
in the faot that in their report the Tariff 

, Commissioners recommand a return to' the 
freo port sj stem, as a more effective remedy 
(or the commercial dopre-sion that exietB 
than can be found in any modification of the 

• Cugtoma Tariff. Representing as they do 
the commercial opinions and interests of the 

. place, the recommendation of the Commis-. 
eioners upon this subject will be entitled to 
tho greatest consideration at tho hands of 
the Executive. Nor is that claim for con - 

' iideration lessened by the circumstance of 
two members of the Commission balonging to 
the Mainland portion of the Colony. With 
I i the broader question of Freo Port, as viewed 
in the light of Confederation, wo do not pro- 
pose to deal in the present article : but it 
will be as well for the publio miud to be 
prep&rad for deoided action in reference to 

* a Bubjectupon which appears to hioge the 
future destiny of the Colony, ft is a grave 
question whether it would not be wise to ap- 
proach the subject of a Free Port without dir- 
ect reference to Confederation ; that is to saj, 
that the people, acting as a separate Colony, 
should adopt that system now, nnd loave it to 
■ubsequent negotiation to confirm it to as 
under Confederation. It may be sad thut 
09 a separate and insignificant Crown Colony 
we would saek in vain for a restoration of a 
Free Port ; but it should bo borne in iniud 
that if we are a Crown Colony, and compara- 
tively insignificant in so far as revenue and 
population are conoerned, we ore neverthe- 
less self-supporting, and ought to have tbe 
privilege of managing our own affairs. The 
Imperial Governmeut cannot with any show 
of reason or justice tell ua that we need 
expect no paternal afsistanco and at tbo same 
time deny us the right to adopt such a fiscal 

• policy as will bast enable us to pay our 
way, provided that polioy has nothing in it 
repugnant to constitutional principles. It 
can hardly bo urged, therefore, that if tho 
Colonists be minded to adopt a Free Pott, 
the Imperial authorities will any nay; fur 
there is nothing in the system that is new 
or in any-way inconsistent with or repug- 
nant to Imperial policy, or Colonial prac- 
tice. For our own part, wo regard Confed- 
eration as tho certain destiny of this Colony: 
moreover, we believu its attainment upon 
fair and equitable terms to be the desire of 
the great bulk ol the UolobisU. Whether 
Conlederation is to bo a permanent condi- 
tion, or a mere stopping-stono to Annexa- 
tion wo will not now stop to enquire : that 
must greatly depend upon the course adopt- 
ed by the parent Government. But wo fail 
to discover in a policy which would re'storo 
tho Fret Port to Victoria anything incom- 
patible who oar oxi-tenoo either in our pre- 
sent condition as a British Colony, or in out 
prospective coaiiiiion as a Province of the 
Dominion. If therefore, the people ore con- 
vince that it woulu bo to their interest, to 
have a Frea Port, there is no power on earth 
that has the right to sa^ they shall not have 
itl Furthermore wo fto\ convinced that if 
the people go about it with unanimity and 
pertinaoity success is certuin.

He hu* repeat oily 
urged thut 15,000 more troops] be pent to 
Cuba lor tho purial reason that it wottlj ills 
rniuisb Ametioan sympathy wjth Cuba. He 
says General Pi im will seud 0,000 men in 
October, if be can spire them. Ho advises 
that no sea purt be ullowed lo fall into Am- 
erican bands on account of tho facilities it 
would give the insurgents. He urges that 
all dralls for gunboats bo paid promptly to 
avoid annoynoco and delay.

Who das Lo.-t a Friend 1 — There ia a 
strange mystery overhanging the circurr- 
stances conuected witb tho finding ol ihe 
human skoleion in the woods near Landlord 
Lake that ought, if poaiible, to be cleared 
tip. The remains wcro firtt lound ten or 
twelvo dujs ago by a Mr. Porter, who, with 
a friead, was bunting, They were lound 
in a pool of water, Ijiug about half a milo 
mile beyond Langfotd Lake and distant 
about a Btone's throw from tho Goldstream 
road. Time were a few inches ol water 
in the pool at the time. Mr. Porter returned 
home and the next day *eut to the st ot bis 
son, who dug up o. pait of the skeleton ; 
found the remnir'S greatly decayed, and tho 
bono*, in places, deetilute ol flash. The 
face was qnile gone. Tho settlers living 
around were notified of the hideous " find'' ; 
but tbey appear to have beeu^ too buaily 
engaged in harvesting to pay any attention 
to Ihe matter, until last Sunday, when Mossre. 
Porter, with several olh-jr satilers, accom- 
panied by Mr. Proud of Ibis city, visited 
the spot and found that the water wbieb 
had formed the pool had disappeared, and 
that wolves or beg* hud boatteied the bones 
far nnd near. There were no shredj ol 
clothing ^or hair to be lound anywhere — no- 
thing, in laet, to lurnish the faintoat clue 
to the identification of the remian°, and the 
bones were finally collected and buried. 
"Whethsr the remains aro these of some 
pool demented wretch who strayed away 
from his keepers and perished miserably 
from starvation ; whether ihey are those 
of a solf-immolaled victim ; or wbother they 
constitute the evidence of ''murder rooet foul," 
may never be known ; but Irom tho condi- 
tion of tbo remaius wbon found, it is in- 
ferred that ihoy were insiinci with lilo not 
many weeks ago, Who has lost a friend?

Mr. Dan 
Leddy and others iramodiately started 
for a, doctor. In a short Li toe Doctors 
Cary, Cory, Turner, James and Thorn, 
were on tho spot, doing all they could 
lor the wounded man, wbo had now 
fain tod from loss of blood . An oxuiulua- 
tion of tho wound proved that the 
Vdrtobral artery was almost entirely 
sovorod. For about halt an hour 
everything that could be done was 
dono for the unfortuuiUo man, but 
all was of no avail j ho brouthed his 
last at about half past ten o'clock* An 
affecting scone was witnessed while tho 
man was dying. His aged mother who 
had just heard tho sud news, cumo in 
and bending over the dying man, with 
sobs and lamentations she kiesed his feet, 
Tho tears stood upon many u oheek as 
witnessed this outburst of maternal affec- 
tion.
